teur radio’s role on the Canadian ships of the 1920s and ’30s and during war- 
time to the involvement of women in the craft, to the technical details of how 
some of the equipment involved has evolved over time, to a detailed look at the 
American Radio Relay League and what has appeared in the pages of its mem- 
bership journal, QST, over its many years in circulation. His own deep, nearly 
lifelong involvement in amateur radio not only brings a deep base of knowledge 
to this ambitious project, but a particularly penetrating and oftentimes senti- 
mental lens to it, too—particularly when it comes to documenting the activities 
of HARC and the many members who have passed in and out of it over the 
years. Expansive and detailed at once, Radio History: Amateur Radio is essen- 
tial reading for anyone involved or interested in the hobby worldwide. 


Deeply involved in the world of amateur radio for many decades, Spurgeon G. 
“Spud” Roscoe first fell in love with the hobby in 1956, when he began training 
with the Radioman Special Royal Canadian Navy. After graduating in 1961, he 
went on to graduate from the Radio College of Canada in Toronto, Ontario, the 
Air Services Training School in Ottawa, Ontario, and the National Radio Insti- 
tute in Washington, DC. He has his First Class Certificate of Proficiency in Ra- 
dio and his Coast Guard Radiotelegraph Operators Certificate. He has operated 
radio as a radio officer aboard HMS Bounty, in a teaching capacity for young 
learners interested in the hobby, and as part of the Halifax Amateur Radio Club 
and the many activities in which they are involved, such as competitions like 
Field Day. He lives in an apartment in Halifax with his wife of sixty years and 
continues to operate his station, with call sign VEIBC, to this day.

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SHOULD WE BE CONCERNED ABOUT BLUEWALKER 3? 
Later today, SpaceX will launch an unusual satellite: BlueWalker 3. Designed 
to supply 4G cell phone signals from space, Bluewalker 3 will unfurl a large 
antenna spanning 64 square meters--the size of a squash court: 


mM + 


This flat surface orbiting 500 kilometers above Earth will reflect a lot of sun- 
light, which could make the satellite extremely visible to observers on the 
ground. It could become brighter than the planet Venus, outshining everything 
in the night sky except the Moon. 


While this is only a single satellite for now, Bluewalker's maker AST Space- 
Mobile plans to launch more than 100 larger satellites called BlueBirds. 
These satellites, which could be more than twice the size of BlueWalker 3, 
would appear even brighter in the sky. 


For astronomers, the satellites could create bright streaks across images from 
ground-based telescope, potentially making them unusable for observing more 
distant objects. 


Should we be concerned? Maybe. First let's see how bright Bluewalker 3 ac- 
tually is. It is scheduled to launch from Cape Canaveral on Sept 10th between 
9:10 p.m. to 9:20 p.m. EDT. A batch of 34 Starlink satellites will share the 
ride.
